When we pawed onr last ontpost, we 
baited, and in a few words I explained 
to my men the work which Imj before 
ni. 


Every morning at daybreak a platoon 
of nhlana made a roand between Warcq 
and Darmonzy, two towns occupied by 
a Prnssian observation corps. 
They 
were seen to file quietly along about 13 
miles in advance of their lines. We had 
orders to lie in ambush for them in the 
woods of Etourneaux, through which 
they had to pass. 


We soon loft the towpath and cut 
across the fields, by a difficult ascent, 
where our feet sank in the long grass. 


The wind had risen, driving away 
the clouds, and a dim light fell from 
above. About 300 yards before us a 
dwelling outlined itself—the farm of 
Grael, recently burned to prevent the 
Prussians from establishing themselves 
there. 


One soldier was sent forward to scout 
and went off like a hare, crouching and 
using tho greatest caution. From the 
ditch where we were hidden, with 
weapons ready, we watched him for 
some tim e; then he disappeared in the 
dusk. In about five minutes he return­ 
ed, having seen nothing suspicious. 
Then we crossed the courtyard of the 
farm. Only the four walls were still 
standing, but half crumbled away. The 
burned debris crushed under our feet, 
and a strong smell of smoko almost 
choked us. Perfect silence reigned—tbe 
silence of new ruins, where life has not 
yet had time to graft itself upon the 
death of former things. 


A gray light api>earod in the horizon, 
the wind wafted us the sound of a clock 
striking the half hour and the voices 
of cocks saluting the dawn. 


As we reached tho wood the day be­ 
gan to break. We marched in single file 
alone an indistinct path, obstructed by 
overhanging branches, which scratched 
our faces or fell with a dry crack. The

tho wood: then again all was silence.

Soon 
one of tliem rode forward as a Hcout, re­ 
volver iu his hand, and passed al)oiU 
ten paces before us—a haudKonie fel­ 
low, sitting upright on his horse, whoso 
crupper was covered by the long cajKi— 
his colors, black and white, floating be 
hind him iu tho wind. 


Ho advanced a fow stops, carefully 
scrutinizing both sides of the road. 
FIc 
bositated a moment and listened; then 
ho drew up his horse’s bridle, and al­ 
most inniiediately a whistle sounded, 
tolling his couijjanions that tho road 
was el oar. 


Front our shelter we could hear tho 
uhlans laugh and joke, chopping their 
harsh Teutonic syllables and swearing 
at their sturdy Mechleuburg hort^es 
when they stumbled iu the heavy leaves, 
wet with dew. 


A strange emotion took me in the 
throat, as if a hand grasped mo there, 
certainly had no fear, but it seemed to 
mo as if I was about to commit a cow 
ardly act in killing those men by sur 
prise, alujost by treachery, without al­ 
lowing them to defend themselves. Yes, 
1 hated the Germans, those odius con 
querors, 
whose halting places wore 
marked *by executions, pillages and ar 
son, and yet there was a feeling stron­ 
ger than myself, a supreme pity took 
possession of me, my flesh revolted, and 
1 would have wished to beg for mercy. 


They were plainly in view against 
the blue sky as they came toward us, 
their bodies shaking gently, their hel 
mets securely fastened over their fore­ 
heads, the lance resting in the stirrup 
and held by a strap beneath. The scab­ 
bards of their swords clashed against 
the saddles, their horses* bits flashed in 
the green reflections of tbe wood, anc 
the uhlans continued to laugh and joke. 


One was quite young, almost a boy, 
and did not laugh with the others, 
noticed him especially and thought o:

Then we perceived four 
men and two horses lying upon the 
road, mortally wounded, and among 
ihem the little uhlan, with a ballet 
lole through his forehead, stretched 
upon his back with bis legs apart and 
lis hands clinched. The others had 
lurned horse and fled on a gallop toward 
Damouzy. 


We returned without being molested, 
were cheered by our comrades, congrat­ 
ulated by our colonel and received our 
orders for the day.

a nervous depression, a bitter memory

ALGER GUARD NOTES.

Lansing, March 90—The Sunreme 
Court handed down today a decision re­ 
affirming its former decision in the 
matter of the petition of the state for 
the sale of certain lands for taxes as­ 
sessed thereon in 1892. 
Tnis is the 
famous tax decision which Is understood 
by many to invalidate all tax titles 
except the first one obtained in point 
of timé and making it impossible to 
collect taxes on property against which 
the state had a title. 


In a brief laid before the court the 
auditor general held that this decisioii 
would inevitably largely Increase the 
taxes of those who pay their taxes and 
would bankrupt the treasuries of the 
state and of municipalities because of 
the necessity of refunding; the stopping 
of payment of taxes on all properties 
that have been once delinquent; the 
stopping of purchases from the state 
tax lands list; and by charging back 
vast sums to the various municipalities. 


It will paralyze the collection of 
necessary revenue, necessitate a new 
tax law, nullify the work of the tax 
commission of 1882, preclude collection 
of taxes assessed prior to the law of 
18!)l. the sales being declare:! by this 
decision void; bury the courts of the 
state in litigation, reverse the policy 
and practice of the state based on the 
only practical construction of the law.
